Prime Minister explained that the recent Italian approach to Great 
Britain, through the Ambassador, Count Dino Grandi, had been with 
a view to commencing at the earliest possible moment conversations - 
between the two countries. , 


‘Had Britain refused the Italian offer, returned a 
rebuff, it might have meant war between the two powers, 
the Prime Minister declared. . rn

conviction the attitude of the Italian Government to inter- 
national problems in general and this country particularly,

I had 
Icurned that the .big hospitals could 
not afford to treat thelr nurses pro- 


perly, but I did hope that nursing} 


homes were different. : 

“I was disillusioned quicldy. They 
made me a night nurse, and I sat In 
a cold: corridor all night with 
cighteen patients’ bells to. answer. 

“But .I had to-work only a ten- 
hour night, while in ‘hospitel I had 


week. 


IS nurse went on to tell 

stories (and she has told 
many Hke them before) of mothers 
crying by the bedsides of dying 
children, of wives standing all night 
in corridors waiting for news of 
their husbands, and fomilies turned 
away from the door because it was 
five minutes past the hour. 

She has told me storles of death, 
of suffcring, of mentol- agony, ond 
of great courage, ued

knowledge,” declared the Consul-General for Japan (Mr. 
Nakamura) yesterday. “Enquiries regarding the ship 
were made by the authorities of me, but they could not 


be classified as protests.” 


Mr. Nakamura declared that’ he’ had personal 
knowledge of the negotiations which led to the release: 
of the ship as he had acted_on instructions from Tokyo in 


the matter. : - 


“The Asian wao captured on the 
high « seas,” he stated, “and an 
Irregularity was discovered in her 
papers so she wns detained. : On in- 
structions from Tokyo, I com- 
municated with the owners’ who 
Placed at my disposal all evailablo 
documents dealing with the sale of 
the vessel. These proved to mo that 
the transfer was indeed a genuine 
one and [I advised Tokyo to that 
effect. On receipt of my assurances 
the Asian was immediately re- 
leased.” 


Further details of the loss of the 
steamer Panama, which, together 
with the Peru, had been seized by 
Japanese warships in the Canton 
River Delta on January 28, were 
revenled by her Norweglan master, 
Captain Albert A, Warlld, yesterday. 


Capt. Warlld related, how, when a 
destroyer took his ship in tow out to 
sea where the heavy golng opened the 
seams In. the flnt bottomed river 
vessel and she began to sink, the 
Japanese ignored.her distress sifnn:s. 
If the tow rope had not snapped, the 
ship would: undoubtedly here gono 
down and the crew would have been 
drowned, Capt. Warild declared. 


“Never, in all my 368 years at sea, 
have I seen such bad seamanship,” 
he paid. 


He.also told how he and his crew 
were brought to the Colony in the 
Hongkong Maru. cooped up in the 
third closs section and regarded 74 
criminals, So much so,’ apparently 
that the Water Police were called toy 
take them off on arrival. 


When - after taking on supplies at 
Lantau Island, the Japanese prepar- 
ed to take the Panama opt to sea, 
Capt. Warlld” protested, explaining 
that the vessel was only for river use 
and would probably break up under 
heavy seas. There were 26 men vn 
the ship besides her master, and ‘not 
one of them were seamen, being 
dockyard ‘hands, os it had been in- 
tended to dock the ship at Hongkong, 

The Japanese paid no attention to 
his pleas, and took her in tow, setting 
a course for the Pescaderes. The 
Peru proceeded under her own power, 


EVERYTHING SMASHED 


Once out fn the open sea, the flate 
bottomed Panama was lifted up and 
slapped down on the waves and soon 
everything on board that could break 
was broken.. There was not a single 


plece_of crockery left_intact,-and-tho |—-Walla 


hurricane lamps used for lighting at 
night were all extinguished, : 


. On the second , day out, it was 
evident that the incessant battering 
had‘caused the vessel to spring a 
leak. The engine room was flooded, 
and the dockyard hands. were in a 
panic, appealing to Captain Warjld 
to save them.from drowning. 
Distress signals were. holsted, but 
the destroyer took no notice. The 
ship’s sirens were sounded, and night 
flares were lighted, but still the 
Japanese ignored them. | . 


Then providentially, the tow rope 
snapped. : 


“It was the only ete that saved 
as," declared Capt. Warlld. 

The destroyer turned to land, and 
gave orders for the two ships to do’ 
the same. They made for Tclean 
Point Lighthouse, the destroyer and 
‘he Peru going head, while the 
Panama, taking in water every mo-~ 
ment, struggied painfully behind. 
finally reaching the Point 12 hours 
after the other two, 

The pumps being insuMcient, the 
Chinese on.board were forced to bail 


{out with buckets to keep the stricken 


vessel. afloat. 

At the Polnt, the Japanese prepar- 
ed tox on another tow- rope, but 
Capt. Warild managed to bring his 
ship” alongside’ the destroyer and 
passed on a chit to the Captain, 
explaining the position, =. 

Two ollicers were sent on. board to

finally. realising that the ship was 
sinking, the Japnnese . put - the 
Panama's crew on the Peru.
